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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on August 17, 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on August 17, 2009, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. Cancellation of claims 16-17 and 19-20 has been entered. Claims 1-2, 4-15, 18, and 
21 are pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 18 reads as follows: 

The high-pressure discharge lamp of claim 1, wherein the percentages by weight for the 
metal halides, with the exception of scandium halide, relate to corresponding metal mono-halide 
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as part of the total weight of the metal halide mixture, in relation to the corresponding mono- 
halide of the ionizable filling. 

Claim 21 reads as follows: 

The lamp of claim 9, wherein the percentages by weight for the metal halides, with the 
exception of scandium halide, relate to corresponding metal mono-halide as part of the total 
weight of the metal halide mixture, in relation to the corresponding mono-halide of the ionizable 
filling. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-2, 4-15, 18, and 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , specifically for the limitation of a metal 
halide mixture comprising: 40 to 80% by weight of sodium halide, 25 to 55% by weight of 
scandium halide, 1 to 15% by weight of indium halide, and 0 to 34% by weight of thallium 
halide, wherein total content of the metal halide mixture in the ionizable filling calculated as 
metal iodide amounts to 350 u,g in combination with other claimed features of the present 
claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 2, 4-8, 10-15, and 18, claims 2, 4-8, 10-15, and 18 are allowable for the 
reasons given in claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 9, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 9, specifically for the limitation of a metal 
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halide mixture comprising: 40 to 80% by weight of sodium halide, 25 to 55% by weight of 
scandium halide, 1 to 15% by weight of indium halide, and 0 to 34% by weight of thallium 
halide, wherein total content of the metal halide mixture in the ionizable filling calculated as 
metal iodide amounts to 350 u£ in combination with other claimed features of the present 
claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 21, claim 21 is allowable for the reasons given in claim 9 because of 
their dependency status from claim 9.
